It 
wai conaeorated by a buttle whicli for 
deiperaM l^htiag and oarouge hus few, 
If any, eqnivls iu tba world's history. 
Bat the nuKiue feature of this dedica- 
tion 19 the tin t tint ini'n who struf^jrled 
and fuagiit aj^iiinsi ciu h oth(>r ut Cliiek- 
•nuniga, 82 years ai<i). met lioic again 
jaeterday as broiherN uud each did hi.s 
«b«M toward making the dedication a 
socoees. They sealed a compaot by 
wltioh the last vestige of venoiu oaosed 
the olTil war whs blotted oat. 
Within tiie limits of this grand his- 
toric place of pleasure for the nation 
ye«terday were upward of 75,000 peo- 
ple. Among the throng were some of 
the nasiott's heroes, and there wer ejJso 

d^nt^eiralalullCbffl^ 
toruey General Harmon, Secretary of 
the Navy Herbert, Secretary of the In- 
terior Smith and Postmaster Gtoueral 
WilHon. Tlicre wf re a baker's down of 
governors and hundreds of men of re- 
nown who took part in the conflict be- 
tween tae north and Ihe south.

Then there 
was a batt.dion refiimeutil drill, show- 
ing til'" ii"W iiictiC'S and link! luoveiiieiits 
uiidcr Culoii' l Polauil. Tiiese cxerci.-es 
at anas were of Rixat interest to tins 
veti rails, to tlie '•hi;bs" and "Vaiiks," 
tlioii(;li the old t'l'llo'as rxiiii'ssed tiie be- 
lief tliat .-.u;'ii taetics would have fallen 
as tiinotiiy before a mower ii placed 
ag.^iiist those a.iupted during the battle 
ot Ciiii'kaaiauxa. 

Vice i^rosidjiit A. E. Stevoii.xon pre- 
sided over the dedu-atory exerci.ses. He 
was inti-iKluceil ay (iciiend .John 8. 
FuUerton, ciiairiuuu ot tlio C"hi('k;miau- 
gauud Chattanooga Niitioii:U p.n k. cvnit- 
misaion. Wueu the vice president came 
forward he was greeted with loud ap- 
plause. 

The meeting was called to order at I i 
o'clock and at that hour iSnodgrass Hill 
was covered with people. The great 
uatui-ul area seleuted by the national 
comuiusiou on Suodgruss Hill was so 
arranged that nearly everyone of the 
tens (5 thouttauds of auditors could hear 
the bpeeohes and addresses throngh'^ut. 
By way of beginning there was a na- 
tional salute ot 44 guns by the artillery 
followed by the "Star Spangled Ban- 
ner" playeu by one of the united States 
infantry bands. It was cheered to the 
echo by veterans of the blue and of the 
gray, uud iu their patriotic enthusiasm 
manyoi the griisled q)d TeMnuis shed 
tears of joy. 

When tue applatise had ceased Vice 
President Stevenson made a brief ad- 
dress appropriate to tlie ocoasiA. When 
he had rtnislied prayer w*S offered by 
the itijiht Itev. Bishop Gailor of Ten- 
ueisee. "America," the national au- 
iheiu, was then snng by the audience, 
accoiupuiiied by the baud.an't everyone 
ot the hf ty and >xld thousand of people 
att.se nihleii, blue and gray, saug as if in- 
sp.retl. The great volume of sound 
rolled up ius a ureat tidal wave, and 
loaj< botore the song was ended tears 
were eoursiiig down the (dieeks of thou- 
sands, it made tlie eold ehdis run up 
and lUtwn tlie oaet.s of even the must 
hardened oi the l).iiue-s.-arre(i veterans, 
and tiiosc wDo sued t«\irs were proud of 
it. Mot one oi tlKHii was asiiaiued nor 
was there anyone wiio would shame 
tliein. 

(ieuoral John M. Palmer, the vener- 
abh; seuato iroai Illinois, who d'i years 
Uk'O risked his life on the battleheld, 
made the hrst dodiealory address. 
Wlien ne eaiue forward his voice was 
husky and had a treuiuious souml. And 
never m all his life, unless iwrhaps 
when ho was diiooting his men at 
Ciuckainauga years ago, did he si»e;ik 
niore earnestly. He hec-anie eUniuent 
as he advanced iu his addi-ess, and ins 
eloquence was fully appreciated and at 
frequent intervals he was ap p lauded 
witn a vigor ihaf sliowed the aadltno 
M'asiu touch with him. 

Another patriotic tune followed (Ten- 
eral Palmer, and then that battle- 
scarred veteran of the Confederacy, 
whom Lee eidled his "right arm," John 
B. Gordon <tf Georgia, was introduced. 
He^as greeted with no leas applause 
than aoQttded General Palmer, and be 
spoke with fully much enthosiasm, 
(feeling and patriotism.

Chattanooga, Sept. SO.— There was 
another big crowd in Bamum's big tent 
last night. It was a grand reunion of 
the Army of the Tennessee — Union and 
Confederate. The big tent, which has 
held many large crowds, never before 
held one greater than that of last 
night. 

General Granville N. Dodge of the 
Society of the Army of the Tennessee 
presided. After music by the band and 
prayer he introduced the first speaker 
of the evening, OwMnl O. O. HoWMd, 
ot the U. tt. A. 

In the oonne o( liia«|weoh Oenanl 
Howard began by a glowing tribute to 
tbe great generals, both blue and gray, 
who participated in the battle of Chick- 
amauga, and, oontiuuiug, he told of the 
heroic American volunteer and tho 
things he saw and experienced; of the 
scaling of Lookout mountain and the 
battle above the clouds, of the welcome 
news of Lee's sntrender, of Lincoln's 
assassination and of tlie return home of 
the battlo-siarred veterans. After this 
he began to .speak of the present, skip- 
ping the lapse of HO years. Then lie de- 
scribed the grizzled and Kiay veteran as 
he appears today, he told of the pathetie 
scenes he had witnessed at reunions 
where veterans of both -ides were pres- 
ent. The war was a neecissity. Not.i- 
ing human conhl li.ivi* Wiirded it oiT. 
Slavery c.insed it. In eoiicluuing, he 
said in part: 

"It is coming into my heart this ye.ir 
as it came into the heart of (ieneral 
Grant, near the close of his life, to 
speak only kindly words, lest .we migiit 
injure tho manhoo<l of the noblest mou 
of tho south. God alone adjusts the 
balance of justice, and he only is able 
to fill the soul of every waiting coin- 
rude with fullness from his own abun- 
dant perennial ;fuuiitaiii-. "He that 
overconieth shall inherit all things and 
I will ue his Oca and he shall be my 
sou." ' 

When General Howard h;id finlRbed 
and the applause had ceased, there was 
music by the baud and then General 
Wheeler of Alabama spcke. General 
Wheeler's addreis was a concise history 
of the war, and in opQ<)li|8iun he gave 
statistics compariug the principal b.it- 
tles of the civil war, with those of Eu- 
ropean nations, showing tbe number uf 
men engaged and the prouortion uf 
them w>io were killed a nd wounded.

WiiMi.MiToN, Del., Sept. 20.— The 
trial uf the alleged Cuban tUibuaterers 
in the United Htates district court yes- 
terday began with proof of tke receipt 
for freight on account of the boxes of 
arms captured when the men were ar- 
rested.

STORM IN MICHIGAN.

Detroit, Sept. 80. — Reports from 
Wedue.sday's cyclonic storm which 
swept over various portions of the state 
show that several lives were lost and 
fully $150,000 worth of damage was 
done to cropa and property. 

The storm spent its greatest fnry in 
Sauiluc aud Huron counties. It came 
very unexpectedly and was followed by 
terrihc heat. Houses were leveled, 
cropa laid waste, and havoc generally 
prevailed. At Pinuebog it demolished 
the house of Bichurd Lott, killing two 
of his chiMreu, aged 4 and 0. One 
child's head was crushed by failing tim- 
bera and the other's breast was crushed. 
Three others were hurt, oue being car- 
ried several rods by the wind. 

At Sand beach a number of houses 
were demolished, among othen John 
Maoomber's. The family got under 
the bed for safety und were pinned 
there until dug one Then it was found 
that Alvin, l5 years old, was dead. 
Ferguson A Vau^ormer's sawmill was 
blown into a heap. James Norton's 
house aud barn were blown into frag- 
menis. Huuii Gurrie's barn was de- 
stroyed. Amos Olinnie'i banuiRii also 
razed. Mrs. Charles Lebm'l hMM was 
damaged badly by the bam of B. F. 
Herriman blowing upon H. Boards

New York, Sept. 20.— .\ cablegram 
to The World from Foo-Chow, China, 
■ays: 

Details of Tuesday's executious have 

just been received. After the mandari n 
had refused on Friday to execute i.iiy 
men implicated in the missionary ma.-- 
sacres the American and British con- 
suls wired to Pekin. On Monday the 
mandaiin noeived tho vloen^'p otder 
to exeoate seven men. 

At 6 o'clock Tuesday morning Consul 
Hixaou, Lieutenant Evans and Mr. 
Gregoi7, the British coonuI, proceened 
to Yameu Gate, where two maunariua 
sat awaiting them. Wheu the foreign- 
ers took tneir seats the drums wfe 
beaten, a solute fired aud the cra r 
shouted three timesi "The ooon is 
open." 

Then the condemned men were 
brought si4'edily from the.r cells. Tiiey 
knelt before tbe court antl were tuiu- 
bled, sei urely bound into bam:)"o 
(;ages, on wnich were attuciied pieceh ot 
pai)er with the seutcuce written on 
them. 

'1 ho iiiaiidariiis then put on their 
scaliel idiies, scarlet hoe;i,,, :iiid liie 
deaiii proccv^ioii Started lor the e:cecu 
tion gi ouiMs outside of the oiqr between 

lines of soldiers. 

When the prouession arrived the coii- 
doiiiiKvl men were tumbled out and 
Wi^re niadt! to kneel witli their backs to 
the mandarins. Theu the live huads- 
nien began their blouly work. The 
first hea<i lell clean cut. Wheu the 
heads of the seven men weiaLont o4 i^lic 
vast crowd gave a great uout. The 
people olapped f •biit haadi and de- 
parted. « 

The heads were hung in a prominent 
place iu the city as a warning. 

The maudarius professed to fear fur- 
ther trouble from tne crowd of f or >r. lin- 
ers, who went armed with revolvers, 
but there was uo trouble. 

Mo other leailers have been executed 
as yet. Some leaders, with strong ba. i: 
iug, hope to eaoape. 

The viceroy is delaying the ekecutio'i 
of tlie others, hoping for an undcMrved 
(demency. 

Punishment following the crime so 
soon is unusual after toreigu troubles. 

The execution will have a good etie ;t 
in showing the people that the mati r 
is serious. Bad feeling was snreu iin^: 
throngh the province because of the de- 
lays in execution.

Rear Admiral Senor Delgado Parejo, 
the captain of thi- vessel, four of his 
officers and -41 se.imeii, wt^ro drowned. 
Admiral Parejo was comm.mder of tlie 
fcjpanish n.ival inrces in Culia. He ar- 
rived on the island on Juue 17 from 
Spain. 

The Parcastegui is a third class 
cnii.-.er. carrying tivt? heavy and two 
rapid-firing guns. She was of 1,000 
tons dispLuemeut. She was built in 
lS7t). The cruiser left for Fort Barcas- 
tegui at niKliiighr and on reaching the 
mouth of tne harbor close to Morofort 
tho Barcastegui eauie in collision with 
the Mortera, a steamer engaged in the 
coastwise trade. The Mortera struck 
the cruiser on the starboard and so bad- 
ly injured her that she sank at once. 

The Mortera, though badly damaged, 
stood off to give assistance to those on 
board the Baroasteqni and with her 
boats Mved tbe greater part ot her 
crew. 

General Parejo's body has beeu re> 
covered. Captain Ybauez's body was 
also recovered, bat io a badly mutilated 
condition, indicatitig that he had been 
crushed in the colUiion. The cmiier 
Barcostequi had been employed in go- 
ing on government btisiness between 
different parts of the island of Cuba. 

The cause of the extinguishment of 
the lights on board the cmiser, which 
was described by Captain Venal of the 
Mortera, and which undoubtedly was 
the cause of the coUiaiou, was ocoa- 
aioued by the stopping of the engines to 
to save the life of a sailor whose arm 
had been caught in the dynamo.

No oue who has ever IIHRcrid Iojik In the old 
nuivernity town oi lleidelberK can ever forget 
the mined eastle on the hill (ivirNnikliig the 
swift (lowing waters of the elas^lr Neckar. 

To the traveler it isonoof the lno^t pleluresqiie 
sights in all the storied Fatherland. For almost 
fiOO years It was the scat of the Elector of the 
falatinatc of the Rhine. Itsnflered iniieh dur 
ing the Thirty Years War, hut was restored .by 
Chariet Lewi* (Ii'w)O H'.sO). Puring the Orleans 
War the French General Melae, contrary to stip- 
ulation*, CHiised it to he lilown np, (1689). It 
wai then that the town met with the moitornel 
ntago at the bauds o( tbo Froncb. After savage 
and almost locredlble barbarities tbe place was 
Icftabwpoi smouldering rtUns and the castle 
entlnly dismantled. In I'M it was strnck by 
ligbtliif and almost enUrely dcatroyed. Tb3 
walls are of great ratent and form one o( the 
moat nagnilkwiit ralna In tba ShiMland. Tbe 
towers, tnmta, bntlraiaci and baloonlaa, tbe 
lotty gatewajn and line old statues and the 
courts and grounds have often galntd for It tbe 
title of the Albainbm of the Qermans. Bnilt at 
varying periods by many diUbrent men and ex- 
tending back over almost 600 years, it exblblti 
in studied detail many difTerent styles of arcbi- 
tnre. It covora about as much ground as tbe 
Palace ol the Caesars in Rome— say from six to 
elt'lit acres— and in the days of its greatest splen- 
dor held a nuinerons court and a garrison of 
1,000 soMiiTs. 

In the ceiitnil purl ol the building and under 
tile only roof now reniuiiiinK is a museum eon- 
tiiniug nil extensive colliction of I'alatine 
I'rlnces, Gfnor«ls, statesmen and jirofessors, iloe- 
uraents, coins, relics, old armor, vveiipons and 
rnins of the <'astle at dillereiit lariods, all ol 
which Is very liitcrcsiinx to the student and 
nut1q\iarian. 1 he limits of this artii le prevent 
an extended mil ice of what may be seen there. 
In pHssini; \v< will speak only of three pictures, 
the tirst that of Klir.abeth, daughter of James I of 
Englaud, tbe second that of ber youngest daugh- 
ter, Sophia, who became the Klcctress of Han- 
over and tbe mother of Ueorgc I of England and 
Sopbia, first Queen of Prussia, and tbo third that 
of tbe cbannlDg Agnes Herbert.tbe heroine of tbe 
novelist James' entortaiuing"Ramance of Heidel- 
berg." 

Ai long years bave passed since tbe writer 
looked upon those portraiu be will attempt no 
description of tbem. If you ever go to tbat 
museum you can see ibem for yourself and wben 
you do, ponder long over tbem, for ooaneded 
wHh and associated witb those three faoaa bud 
nemesis a great deal of CngUsb and Amarioan 
history.
